MYSTERY ABOUT BARNSDALL 


Government Tries to Find Ont 
Something About Man Who Was 
Able to Touch Rockefeller 
for Such a Sum, but Gets 
little Information, 


New York, November 12.—The name 
of “the mysterious Mr. Barnsdall,” as 
he is called by Frank W. Kellogg, the 
government’s counsel who nas figured 
many times before in the testimony in 
connection with the government's sult 
against the Standard Oil Company, was 
again brought into the case at today’s 
session of the hearing. It appears from 
testimony previously given that T. N. 
Barnsdall nad borrowed $7,500,000 from 
the Standard Oil Company and ever 
since thig fact developed, Mr. Kellogg 
has bkgpn trying to learn all the de- 
tails of that transaction. That his de- 
-Sire for knowledge in that direction has 
not yet been satisfied. became apparent 
today when ne sought to obtain infor- 
Mation regarding Barnsdal! from W. H. 
Jotmson. : 

He Had Heard of Barnsdall, 


Mr. Johnson is vice president of the 
Midcontinent Oil Producers’ Association, 
and one of the leading oil producers of 
the Oklahoma field) Mr. Johnson said 
he was slightly acquginted wita Barns- 
dall and had had few business dealings 
with him. He had no Knowledge of 
his present whereabouts, or why ne had 
borrowed the $7,500,000, or even that 
he had borrowed it. 

Mr. Johnson criticised the government 
regulationg concerning the control and 
eonstruction of pipe lines in Oklanoma. 
He said these regulations kept capital- 
ists from building pipe lines, and that 
only by the use of pipe lines could the 
Midcontinent oil flelds be developed.

We charge Ray Lamphere with 
setting fire to Belle Gunness’ house, lL 
do not know whether the defense will 
offer the poison theory or not, but the 
evidence will prove the charges as we 
have made them in tue indictment. The 
first element of our proof ‘will show 
that Ray Lamphere set fire to the 
house. The second element of proof 
will be that iy reason of that fire 
Belle Gimness and ther three children 
were purned.” 

What Evidence Will Show. 

Mr. Smith said that the evidence wif 
show. that Lampnere made remarks to 
various persons indicating his hatred 
for Mrs. Gunness and his intention to 
do her harm. Taking up the story of 
the night of the fire, the prosecutor 
said that by Lamphere’s own state- 
tmenis it could be proven that he set 
the alarm clock at Mrs. Smith’s house, 
wnere he spent the night, for 3 o’clock 
in the morning of April 28, and that 
fifteen or twenty minutes later he left 
there. 

“We will also prove,” continued the 
staie’s attorney, “that he took the road 
going by the Gunness hnouse and. that 
he was on the spot when the fire broke 
out, about 4 o’clock, and that he was 
the only person around at that time: 
We will show by the evidence that 
when he was arrested at 7 o’clock that 
night the first thing he said was ‘Did 
those folks gogé out of the house? So 
you see the foremost thing in his mind 
was the burning of that house,” 

Identity of Woman’s Body. 

The proof of the identity of Mrs. 
Gunness’ body, he said, will be shown 
by the finding of Mrs. Gunness’ rings 
on the fingers and the finding of the 
woman's dental work.

339 LIVES 
LOST IN MINE 


Horror Caused in Germany by 
Explosion of Fire Damp. 


ONLY 35 MINERS ESCAPED 


Over Three Hundred Bodies Are 
Still in the Wrecked Mine, 
Heartrending Scenes En- 
acted at the Mouth 
of the Mine. 


Hamm, Westphalla, Germany, No- 
vember |2.—-The greatest mine disaster 
in many years in Germany occurrel 
this morning in the Radbod mine, about 
three miles from this place. Thtre was 
a heavy exploion *in the- mine about 4 
o'clock this morning, and almost imme- 
diately the mine took fire. Therewere 
380 miners working under the ground 
at the time, and only six escaped with. 
out injury. Thirty-five were taken 
out slightly injured, and thirty-seven 
were dead when brought to the mouth 
of the pit. The remaining 302 nave 
been given up for lost. 

The explosion, which 
violent, destroyed one of

Much 
interested speculation was aroused 
the intimation that the meeting was 
called with the idea of taking some 
Step to~prevent Bmperor William from 
pursuing an independent course in the 
foreign affairs of the empire. 
Many Rumors, 

Today has been full of rumor and sur- 
mise concerning what attitude Emperor 
Wiliam would adopt toward Changel- 
lor von Beulow, the reichstag, and pub- 
lic_ sentiment at lange. His majesty 
day fox hunting and had 
breakfast in the forest. Prince von 
Fuerstenberg, this most intimate friend, 
fs with him. 

There is satisfaction that his majesty 
is with the prince, whose influence is 
regarcded as restraining and wise. 

There is considerable doubt as to 
whether or not Prince von Buelow will 
remain in office, and free mention is 
made wf possible successors.* 

It is understood that the meeting of 
the federal council is called at the in- 
Stance of Bavaria. According to news- 
Paper statements, Luitpold, the prince 
regent of Bavaria, is intensely exas- 
perated because of Hmperor Wiliam’s 
latest venture into foreign politics; {n 
other words, the pwbiication of The Lon- 
don Telegraph fnterview, as an act 
which has resutted in a degree of crit- 
fclsm of his majesty for the past trmvo 
days in the refchstag never before 
equaled. 


Spent the 


Barth oun Situation. 


Dr. Theodore Barth, for many years 
tne leader of the advanced wing of the 
radical party in the reichstag, has writ- 
ten the following definition of the po- 
litical situation today in Germany: 

“The debates in the reichstag directed 
against the personal government. of the 
emperor will nave the effect only of a 
sham fight with parllamentary blank 
cartridges until it is understood that 
in Prussia and Germany personal gov- 
ernment does not depend upon the tem- 
perament and character of the present 
emperor, but represents the deep-rooted 
and old Prussian governmental system 
which Bismarck transferred to the Ger- 
man empire. Personal government can 
only be abolished by a determined ad- 
vance toward a system of parliamentary 
government similar to that existing in 
England. France, Italy and other coun- 
tries. Ng change in the constitution 
of any act introducing ministerial re- 
spensibility is necessary for the attain- 
ment of this end. 

Reichstag Can Check Kaiser. 


“The system of parliamentary govern- 
ment in England was brought about 
without alteration of a single pera- 
graph of the law. The king of England 
even today is empowered to act, as 1s 
Emperor William, in the filling of min- 
isterial posts, but the British parlia- 
ment, owing to iis control of the budget, 
could. make the carrying out of his du- 
ties impossible for any minister who 
enjoyed. only the confidence of the sov- 
ereign and not that of the house of 
commons. 

“The German reicnstag, constitution- 
ally, is in’ a similar position. ' It need 
only to resolve, and national publie 
Opinion must* compel it’ to resolve on 
such & proceeding. . , 

“The role of democratic lfberalism is 
to take the lead in; this eT ates

sheriff of Davidson county, and more 
recently a representative in the legis- 
lature. The ex-sheriff was arrested t0~| 
day about noon by Sheriff Sam FZ 
Borum, one of Sharp's old deputies, on

a warrant sworn out by Attorney Gen-~ 
eral Jeff McCarn before Justke Jake 
Levine. 

The warrant reads as follows: 

“Tne day of November, 1908, one 
John D. Sharp was guilty of murderitig 
Edward Carmack and was present, ad- 
vising. aiding and abetting Robiz 
Cooper and Duncan B. Cooper in way 
laying. shooting and murdering the 
said Edward Ward Carmack. All of 
the gaid facts and things happened in 
Davidson county, Tennessee, on the day, 
and date above mentioned.” al 

The Arrest of Sharp. 

Shortly after noon General McCarn 
hurriedly left tne court house, where, 
during the morning, the grand jury had 
been investigating the death of ex- 
Senator Carmack, going to the magi 
rate’s office ang having the warrant #- 
sued. The process was served by tie 
sheriff himself, Borum finding Sharp in 
the office of M. H. Meeks, an attorney;

“T have no statement to make for 
publigation further than to say that I 
am absolutely innocent of tne charge 
for which I have been arrested, a. 
know of no fact or facts upon which 
such a charge would be predicated.” 

Sharp Was With Cooper. 


The basis of Sharp’s arrest so far as 
is known was the fact tuat he was seen 
with Colonel Dunean B. Cooper anda 
Robin Cooper a block or so away from 
where the tragedy occurred and soon 
after the tragedy was seen at the 
scene. ‘this latter statement being made 
by Mrs. Ellen Morgan, who resides 
near the scene of the tragedy. Her 
statement was as follows:

FREEDOM OF SPEECH IN GERMANY. 


The most remarkable thing about the now famous interview on foreign 
affairs which Emperor William gave for publication tn The London Daily 
‘Felegraph is not the indiscretion of the “infallible” ruler, but the extent to 
which unchecked criticism and condemnation ef it is permitted. throughout 
the’ German empire. | 

The insolent cartoons in the German preas, the open and emphatic 
charges of violation of his constitutional authority, the public assertion from 
a private citizen that the emperor ought to abdicate and make way for an 
abler and more careful ruler, the open declaration in the reichstag that the 
kaiser should remain in Berlin attending to his business, instead of watch- 
ing airship ascensions at Friedrichstafen—all these and more constitute the 
wonder of it, when we contemplate the German monarch upon the pedestal

whereon, though self-erected, we have been accustomed, to view him as but 


a short degree or two below divinity. 

We had expected to see half a dozen or more editors and as many car- 
toonists, a few daring socialist orators and a minority of the German parlia- 
/ment landed in jail for a season; but the law of lese majeste seems suddenly 
to have become a dead letter. 

: About the ofily explanation offered is that the government has been too 
stunned to. act, or, in other words, the emperor and Chancellor von Buelow, 


master, realize that they have made a mistake and are manfully accepting 
the consequences while seeking diplomatically to palliate as much as pos- 
sible the effects of it. 

But it is marvelous to note the freedom of political criticism reaching to 
the throne itself, which a few years ago would have landed the utterers of 


it in prison. In fact, it seems less than two years ago that an indiscreet 
editor was deprived of his liberty for “saying things” about “His High 
Mightiness.” 


Has the mailed fist softened or the imperial moustache drooped? 
In the United States, where public criticism of officials sometimes almost 


launching some of the rash utterances recently heard in Germany anent the 
emperor’s indiscreet diplomacy. 

It would seem to be another indication of Germany's advancement in 
liberality and popular freedom, wherein release from long restraint has been 
accepted as license to overdo; and, possibly, Hetter and more conservative 
judgment will later moderate the tone *% a free speech that is just now 
feeling itg oats. 
There is a world-wide tendency toward renter freedom. of speech, as has 
been recently manifested in some of the ‘most tyrannical of governments, 
notably Turkey, Persia, China and other countries whose rulers have long 
held them as close corporations. 

But the extent to which it has gone ia Germany inndtenn preconceived 
notions as from a sudden shock. 

The grave danger would geem to be thé possibility of too great exercise 
of license producing unfortunate reaction. 


THE POSTAL DEFICIT. 


(Postmaster General Meyer’s announcement that the deficit of $16,910,279 
in the postoffice department for the last fiscal year is the largest in its his- 
tory was not unexpected. 

Although the fiscal year came to a Close toward the beginning of the 
national ca ign, and before the abuse of the franking privilege became 
most flagrant, it is, nevertheless, a fact that the free use of the department 
during the year for the forwarding of mail under congressional frank was 
100 per cent greater than ever before. 

Most of the matter thus sent comprised partisan political documents, and 
it is undenfable that this had much to do with increasing the size of the bill 
which the people have to pay in meeting the department's losses... 

The postal deficit in 1905, a non-political year, was slightly less than 
$15,000,000; now it has grown $2; 000,000 larger, and it is not unlikely that 
with the assistance given by the national campaign, with its abundance of | 
franked documents, the next fiscal year’s deficit will show a similar climb 
upward. 

In addition to the political speeches printed .in the government printing 
office, more than fourteen carloads of which were distributed under corgres- 
sional frank during the year, there were mfilions of postal cards bearing “Ex- 
tracts trom The Congressional Record,” which were nothing more. nor Jess 
than partisan political ‘attacks upon candidates and policies, printed in pri- 
‘vate printing offices‘ and distributed withoyt, cost to those sending them’. 

Probably it will never be known just how many tons of mail matter were 
handled free by the postoffice department, solely for campaign. purposes...

The Resolutions Adopted. 


A recommendation that a part of tne 
cotton crop of 1908 remaining in the 
hands of the producers be held for a 
market price of 10 cents for short 
staple. If a better price than 10 cenis 
can be obtained, it is urged the crop 
be slowly disposed of. 

A recommendation that cotton grow- 
ers. avoid indebtedness at the time of 
gathering crops as much as possibte, 
that they nine be enabled to marke! 
their crop gradually throughout\ the 
year. 

A request to the bankers of the souch 
that they take up tke proposition of a 
great cotton bank. The bankers are 
also urged to accept warehouse receipts 
as collateral in making loans to cotton 
growers. 

A recommendation that cotton grow- 
ers take up the proposition of cuilti- 
vating other crops than cotton whet 
such is possible. 

An extension of warehouse faclilitics, 
an increase in cotton factories in the | 
south, and a condemnation of nigh 
riding is given. . : 

Resolutions on Night Riding. 

On night riding the resolutions’ say: 
“The meeting condemns in unmeasured 
terms the recent lawlessness throughout 
a few o€ our southern states, known as 
night riding, and we urge that the gov- 
ernment of thé various states where 
this evil is threatening the welfare of 
the people,. to take immediate and de- 
cisiye action.for effectively suppress- 
ing ft. , 

A Sensational Incident. 

Fiery “denunciation of might riding, and 
equally ‘fiery defense of the night 
riders, threw the cotton convention 
into disorder and nearly terminatea 
the day’s session before the program 
had fairly begun. - Whilé excited del- 
egates hurled charges and counter 
charges against each other, T. U, Sis- 
son, of Mississippi, made himself heard 
above the roar and moved the conven- 
tion adjourn sine die. 

President Harvie Jordan, pounding 
continuously throughout the contusion, 
finally brought a semblance vf quiet 
and made a plea for, order. His words 
succeeded in stilling the excitement, 
but it was only after the most sensa- 
tional event of the convention. 

Walter Clark, of Clarksdale, Miss., 
precipitated the trouble when he wan- 
dered from the subject of “Daling and 
hendling of cotton’? to discuss the 
night riding situation. He bitterly de- 
nounced night riding, called the night 
riders “curs’* and men who. shot peo- 
ple in the back. : 
A. C. Roane, a resident of northern 
Mississippi, jumped on hig chair and 
called Mr. Clark to order. He said the 
night riders were an Oppressed peopie 
fighting tor what they belived’ to be 
right, working against overwhelming 
odds, but always from the best mo- 
tives. His words created a sensation 
in the convention, and men. stood on 
their chairs and the greatest confusion 


prevailed. 

President Jordan refused to entertatn 
the motion of Mr. Sisson to adjourn 
sine die, and requested Mr, Clark to 
g0 on with his paper. This he did, and 
the program was proceeded with. -
